•monitor, wiiere the mounting, bracket is compatible with at least one of the support 
niember:^, Ihis: te^ature i^^ noi laughl in Paragraph 2 or anywhere else in Bosson, which 
reference does not ieach removing an eogagemenl means. 

Bosson does teach the ose of a quick release mechanism lo allow the display 
device to be readih ar:d quickly detached from the support (paragraph 4 and Figure 3); 
however, as the EKaminer wih appreciate, this teaching is not equivalent to removing the 
engageirjent means when the same unsuitable for supporting the monitor 

Fhe instant invention provides a novel solution for retrofitting a monitor so ihat it 
may be used in a muid -display seiung having at least two support members even when 
the original engagement means ii^ lai^niiahle tor stipporting the moriitor on either of the 
two support members. Part ox ti^e nvvention calls for the engagement means being 
removed from the monit(H\ arid a n^oimUng bracket being screwed to the rear of the 
monitor, where the rnoiuiting brackei is compatible with at least one of die supper!
